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The Archibald Memorial 
Home

A meeting of the Board of Direc¬ 
tors of the Home was held in the 
library of the School for the Deaf 
on Sunday, Feb. 1st. The use of 
the library as a meeting place was 
extended to the Board through the 
kindness of Mr. Raney, Supt. of the 
School. The Board voted to extend 
their thanks to Mr. Raney for the 
use of the library. 

Several applications for admis¬ 
sion to the Home were out before 
the Board. However at the present 
time the Home is filled to capacity 
and in the future it will be neces¬ 
sary for us to carefully screen all 
applications and then admit only 
the very needy cases and those who 
can stand rigid investigation. We 
regret that it is necessary for us 
to take this step, however, we feel 
it is up to the children or other rel¬ 
atives of the aged people to take 
care of them if they are at all able 
to do so. In this way we can ad¬ 
mit the real needy cases who have 
no relatives or other means of 
support. This is a further proof of 
the fast approaching time when the 
Home must be enlarged if we are 
going to give the aged deaf of In¬ 
diana the care we are expected to. 

Mr. O’Brien turned over the re¬ 
mainder of the proceeds of the July 
4th picnic last year to Mrs. Miller 
to be used in the purchase of an 
electric roaster for the Home. The 
money, amounting to $40.00 was 
donated to the Home jointly by the 
Frats, the Aux-Frats and the In¬ 
dianapolis Deaf Club. The gift was 
greatly appreciated and the Board 
wishes to thank the three organiza¬ 
tions for their kindness. 

Mr. Miller announced his plans 
for the crops for the coming year. 
He has a set of ambitious plans and 
if he is able to carry them out, the 
Home should realize a good profit 
the coming year. He announced 
that the farm equipment and build¬ 
ings of the farm are worm out and 
badly in need of replacement. 
Much of the equipment has been 
there since the Home was establish¬ 
ed and most of it is beyond repair 
except at great expense. The Board 
would like to replace all the equip¬ 
ment but we are unable to do so at 
this time. Instead, Mr. Miller stat¬ 
ed that the thing most needed at 
this time was a new truck for the 
Home. The present truck is over 
11 years old and because of the 
necessary overloading and hard 
usuage required at the Home it is 
ready for the junk heap and can¬ 
not be repaired without a big out¬ 
lay in money. In view of these 
facts, Mr. Miller was authorized to 
try to get a new truck of about 2% 
tons rating. It is felt that this 
size will be big enough to take care

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Dollar A Block 

Drive Begins 

At a meeting of the Archibald 
Memorial Home Board of the Direc¬ 
tors on Feb. 1, it was decided that 
it would be a wise move in the 
direction of future economy to erect 
new cement block walls around the 
present wooden garage at the Home 
and fix it up a good workshop in 
the building so that repairs on 
many pieces of machinery and 
other things can be made during 
the winter slack season. Also, em¬ 
ergency repairs made during the 
rush season thereby preventing 
time lost in wishing for a commer¬ 
cial shop to do the work. Such re¬ 
modeling of the present garage 
which has a sound newly recovered 
roof would give a shop, parking 
space for the truck and other cars 
and a place where the tractors and 
other large items of farm machin¬ 
ery can be stored when not in use. 

In order to partially finance the 
cost of this construction it was de¬ 
cided to sponsor a drive that would 
bring in some money for the work. 
This drive will take the form of 
dollar contributions towards the 
building. Each dollar contributed 
will entitle the contributor to have 
his name painted on one of the 
cement blocks that will form the 
walls. The paint or other means of 
putting names on will be made as 
permanent as possible. In other 
words, each dollar you contribute 
will buy one block for the building 
and will have your name on the 
block to show that you contributed 
the money for that block. 

Cement blocks do not cost a dol¬ 
lar each, but the price of the block, 
plus the price of labor and other 
materials will more than use a 
dollar from each interested deaf 
person in Indiana. This is a good 
permanent way to show that you 
really did put out something for the 
Home that is a symbol that the 
deaf in Indiana can support their 
Home. There certainly is not any 
limit to the number of blocks that 
you can buy for the building, so if 
you want your name all over the 
place just put in more than a dol¬ 
lar. There are a lot of people who 
like to write their names on build¬ 
ings and other places, their deeds

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Editorial— 

Recently there came to -us a 
rumor that at first made us laugh 
and then made us wonder just how 
such a thing was started and what 
harm it -can do. The rumor had it 
that a member of the Board of 
Directors of the Archibald Home 
was waiting for the Home to be¬ 
come bankrupt and then he would 
buy the farm. 

For the moment of hearing this, 
those of us who really know the 
background of the Home know that 
such a thing can never happen. 
When Mr. Orson Archibald willed 
his farm to the deaf of Indiana as 
represented by the Corporation set 
up to handle the Home, he made 
it very clear that should the deaf 
fail to use the farm -as a home for 
the aged and infirm deaf of In¬ 
diana then the farm was to go to 
the Robert W. Long Hospital of 
Indianapolis. The Hospital could 
do as it pleased with the farm or 
any profit from the farm providing 
only that the money be used to¬ 
wards research for the prevention 
and -cure -of deafness. This is clear¬ 
ly set forth in the will and cannot 
in any way be changed. 

The Home, then, is ours for the 
help of our deaf brothers and sis¬ 
ters who are unable to care for 
themselves in their old age. Most 
of us hope that there will never 
come a time when we cannot care 
for ourselves, but there will always 
be a time for some of us when we 
will have great need for the com¬ 


fort and shelter that it can give. 
Would it not be foolish for us to 
give -up such a place of protection 
for us when the time comes that 
we need it. When someone starts 
a rumor, or helps to spread some 
such false story it is quite possible 
that they are hitting their own faces 
because the time may come when 
they will need the shelter of the 
Home, and it may not be there if 
their rumors are believed and fol¬ 
lowed. The Home stands firm only 
as long as we all back it fully. There 
will -be times when the Board is 
wrong, there will be times when 
the Superintendent is wrong, but 
all the rest of the time they will 
be there working for the good of 
the Home, and they will do much 
better with your help. And they 
will be less able to do good when 
yo-u spread rumors that are not 
true. We need only to remember 
that if the Home fails no one pro¬ 
fits, but we all lose.

of the necessary hauling required 
by the Home. Of course the ex¬ 
pense of a new truck will be great, 
but we feel it will be a lot more 
economical than spending money on 
repairs for the old truck. Last year 
the Home had to pay out around 
$500 for hauling which the old 
truck was unable to do. 

For .a long time the Home has 
been in need of some kind of heated 
repair shed. At the present time 
the Supt. is forced to do all the 
repair work on the implements out¬ 
side in all kinds of weather. This 
practice almost resulted in Mr. Mil¬ 
ler contracting a bad case of pneu¬ 
monia not long ago. Feeling that it 
is not fair to the Supt. and the 
help to require them to endanger 
their health in that way, the Board 
voted to proceed with plans for the 
alteration of the present garage 
building or to construct a new 
building. It is planned to construct 
the building out of concrete blocks. 
Believing that the Deaf of Indiana 
would be glad to help out in any¬ 
thing that will be for the good of 
the Home, it was decided to start a 
campaign to raise the necessary 
funds by selling blocks. The price 
of the blocks will be one dollar. 
That mean that for every dollar 
paid into the fund the donor’s name 
will be painted on a block. There 
is no limit to the number of blocks 
a person can buy. For each dollar 
paid, your name will be put on a 
block. Thus when any one visits 
the Home in the future and sees 
the new building, he will of course 
read the names on the blocks and 
thus he will know how much or how 
little each person in Indiana has 
donated towards the improvement 
of the Home. Also this will be an 
excellent way to have a memorial 
to someone who has passed away 
because- you can have any name 
you wish put on the blocks. This 
is one proposition in which we ex¬ 
pect the help of all the deaf of In¬ 
diana. The campaign will be in thd 
hands of William Graham for 
southern Indiana, Mrs. Goldie Jones 
and John O’Brien for Central In¬ 
diana and Leo Douglas for the 
North. Anyone wishing to do his 
part by buying some blocks should 
see -any of the above or else send 
the money to Treas. Walker, stating 
that it is for the block fund and 
listing the- names to be put on -the 
blocks. 

As stated above, it -is becoming 
necessary for us to turn down ap- 
lications for admission to the Home 
because we are unable to handle 
any more because of the- size of the 
Home. We believe the time is 
rapidly approaching when it will -be 
necessary to try to find some way 
to enlarge the Home. Of course 
this will take a lot more money 
than we are capable of raising at 
this time. We have a fund known 
as the Residential Building Fund. 
It is hoped to make this fund the 
beginning of a new campaign to 
raise money to enlarge the Home. 


At the present time there is around 
$1600 in the fund. Of course this is 
-not much, but it is a start. All 
money taken in from memberships 
and all donations and gifts are put 
in this fund. We -believe the Deaf 
of Indiana, when they realize the 
real needs of the Home will get be¬ 
hind us .100%. We believe the 
Home has the best possible man¬ 
agement at the present time. Of 
course there have been many mis¬ 
takes and there will be many more. 
But as we said above, we believe 
the Home is in good hands and 
when the Deaf stop their petty 
quarreling regarding the manage¬ 
ment of the Home and get behind 
us, we are sure we will have the 
finest Home of its kind in the coun¬ 
try. We don’t ask anyone to boost 
the Home for the sake of the Board 
or the Supt. What you do or do 
not do can not hurt us. But for 
every penny you hold -back, the old 
people must suffer because they 
must do with less. Whether or not 
you support the Home does not 
injure the Superintendent. He must 
-be paid his salary regardless. It 
hurts only the old people. Many 
years up to the beginning of the 
war, it was customary for the deaf 
people of the various localties over 
the state to hold picnics and socials 
during the year for the benefit of 
the Home. We would like to see 
this practice resumed during the 
coming year. At least one or two 
picnics should be given by every 
organization or group over the 
State, the proceeds going to the 
building fund of the Home. We 
will be glad to help out in any way 
we can in helping put over these 
picnics or socials. All money taken 
in this way is put in the building 
fund unless otherwise requested. 
This fund can not be used for any 
other purpose than the improve¬ 
ment of the residence at the Home 
without written permission for the 
Board. The Supt. or any member 
of the Board can not use it for any¬ 
thing except the designated purpose. 
Again we ask the deaf all over the 
state to give this their earnest at¬ 
tention and see if at least one or 
two affairs can now be arranged 
during the coming year for the 
benefit of the Home.
